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located inwardly of the fluid injection ports and inwardly of the discharge ports wherein 
the movable bodies are larger than the particles and shaped to as to define interstices 
between the bodies so as to allow the particles to pass therebetween and wherein the 
movable bodies are confined within the a recess. With regard to claims 23-27, the 
intended cooperation between the insert member and the centrifuge breathes life and 
meaning into the claims to distinguish over the prior art. Hence, the intended use clause 
in the preamble of claim 27 is are afforded a distinguishing limitation as the body of the 
claim sets forth structure of the insert member that refers back to and draws life and 
meaning from the preamble and thus the limitations in the body of the claim are deemed 
to limit the insert member to the environment and use specified in the preamble. 
Furthermore, the preamble is considered to bestow patentable weight to the claim since 
the language in the body of the claim regarding the insert member depends on the 
preamble (the environment of the recited centrifuge apparatus) for antecedent basis 
(Bell Communications Research, Inc. v. Vitalink Communications Corp., 34 USPQ2d 
1816, 1820 (Fed.Cir. 1995)).
